The topic that seemingly needs some- 
thing said on it would be the vote on 
whether to replace the heavy bench class 
with the sporter class at the IBS Annual 
Meeting in January. By a rather narrow 
margin, (21 to 18 is my understanding) the 
decision was made for the IBS to continue 
with the present three gun make-up for the 
Championship aggregate, namely heavy 
bench, light varmint and heavy varmint. The 
NBRSA Championship aggregate is.a four 
gun affair; the three classes previously 
mentioned, plus the sporter class. 

The writer does not have passionate 
feelings either way in the vote; | could have 
lived with either decision without a par- 
ticular trauma or fit of temper. But many 
shooters who were not real-dyed-in-the- 
wool heavy bench fanatics voted for the 
retention of heavy bench because the logic 
of refiring the same ten and a half pound 
rifle, albeit under a different class name, 
was somewhat lost on them... . as itis on 
me. 

The sporter class came into existence 
because the early founding fathers saw the 
super accurate 22’s of their day winning 
everything, and they wished to FORCE 
development of other calibers .... thus 
they were to mandate that in sporter class 
the caliber had to be .23 or larger. The idea 
that twenty-five years later the dominant 
accuracy caliber would be .243, which 
enabled the shooter to fire it in both light 
varmint and sporter class simply did not 
occur to our patriarchs .... if it had, they 
would have put the wording in the rule book 
to prevent that. . . . there was no doubt that 
they desired two different rifles to be shot. 

The October 1958 issue of Precision 
Shooting carried the announcement that 
the NBRSA Directors had voted to es- 
tablish a new class, the sporter class, with 
a caliber requirement of .23 or larger. The 
November 1958 issue, the very next issue 
reporting the ‘‘top twenty” at the 1958 
Nationals had 19 out of 20 shooters firing 
either the .222 or the .219 Don, with 67 out 
of the 68 shooters at the Nationals firing 
.224 caliber. 

The Directors meeting which established 
the sporter class was at that very same 
Nationals ... . and what they were trying 
to accomplish isn’t too hard to see. 

Sooner or later, hopefully sooner, one of 
the two organizations is going to have to 
return to the logic that guided the founding 
fathers of this sport when they set up the 
sporter class. As the situation exists today, 
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there are at least two logical ways that we 
can go. The first would require that the light 
varmint class be .224 or smaller, and the 
sporter class be .228 or larger .. . . that is 
the most commonly heard suggested 
remedy. The second alternative would be to 
require that the light varmint class be .243 
or smaller, and the sporter class be .250 or 
larger. If | recall correctly, this suggestion 
came from Rick Hornbeck, and would be 
the purest example of returning to the 
SPIRIT of 1958 . . . . forcing development 


in areas that need development .... and 
.250 caliber and up most certainly needs the 
benchrest shooters attention .... four or 


five years of the attention of the outstanding 
developers of accuracy in the country to this 
caliber range would benefit the big bore 
shooters, the silhouette shooters, and 
certainly ourselves. | have heard another 
gentleman, on this subject, say that if we 
were going to do this, because of the in- 
creased recoil from the larger calibers, we 
should move the sporter weight limit up to 
the same weight limit as the heavy varmint 
class, namely thirteen and a half pounds. He 
pointed out that many benchrest shooters 
have an extra heavy varmint class rifle 
about the gunroom.. . . or else the shooter 
could use a switch-barrel on his heavy 
varmint rig. Of course, with possibility 
number one, if money is a consideration, the 
shooter can always use a switch barrel on 
his light varmint rig. . . .one in .224 and one 
in .243 .... if he so chooses. Neither of 
these possibilities should put anyone in the 
poorhouse. 

Changes are never popular. At the 
Eastern Region Varmint Championships in 
July, 1959 (ten months later) there were 26 
heavy varmint class shooters, 9 light var- 
mint shooters, and all of 3 sporter class 
shooters. But the Directors of the day knew 
what they wanted, and they knew what 
they saw as being best for the sport... .

and they stuck with their decision. They 
certainly must have caught some heat... . 
it isn’t too hard to imagine an association 
gadfly of the day loudly proclaiming ‘‘good 
gad, only three sporter class shooters at the 
Eastern Regionals! Surely that should tell 
you something. Get rid of that turkey of a 
class!’’ The Directors of that year nodded 
wisely, looked concerned, thoughtful, 


sympathetic .... and stuck by their guns 
.... the class stays, period .... we don’t 
care if you don’t fire in it .... it’s a free 


world. A year later, the membership had the 
idea in their noggins .. . . these guys (the 
Directors) apparently are not going to 
budge on this . . . . | guess I'll have to start 
building a sporter class rifle. 

It is to be hoped that the leaders of either 
the IBS or the NBRSA will do what ob- 
viously needs to be done to clear up the 
present nonsense of firing the same rifle 
twice, under two different names. You will 
catch some heat the same as your pred- 
ecessors did, back in 1958. There’s always 
two Ethiopians in the back row making 
noise .... no matter if you chose to give 
away diamonds. But .... have you ever 
tried to explain the current light varmint- 
sporter class set up to a new shooter just 
coming into the sport (and keep in mind that 
the average person attracted to benchrest 
is an intelligent, inquisitive personality)? 
They have a tendency to look up at you 
think about it a while, and then ask .... 
‘but if things turned out differently than was 
intended, because of the ascendancy of the 
six millimeter, which was not foreseen at the 
time .... why haven’t you changed the 
rules to correct this?’’ Pretty hard question 
to answer, isn’t it? 

Next month we’ll return to wildcats, 
custom actions, barrels. . . . the interesting 
things. It’s just that this was overdue for 
saying .... and somebody had to say it.

Sleeved actions are still with us, although 
the demand has slowed since so many 
good custom actions are being produced. 
| still believe that an accurate, competitive 
rifle can be built economically by sleeving a 
Remington. To qualify the ‘‘economically”’, 
an action must be available at a price 
somewhat less than buying a new one at 
counter prices. A hunting rifle no longer 
being used, for an example. 

My own theory on accurizing might not 
agree with some of the leading gunsmiths 
but | have been satisfied with it. | put the 
action on a mandrel, true the face and skim 
the outside. Put the action in the chuck, 
check the face with a tenth indicator, skim 
the lug faces. The only thing about the 
threads that really bothers me is taper and 
a $26.00 tap takes care of that. My own 
experiences have shown the threads to be 
very nearly true to the bolt ways and that 
is what really counts. | don’t hesitate at all 
to cut the barrel threads about .002 un- 
dersize to assure a good fit to the action 
face. The mating of the barrel shoulder and 
action face should be ‘“‘sudden’’ and not 
have to be pulled together. 

Changing the bolt face to PPC is a must 
for some shooters. This is not a large item 
as my last change over was $40.00. 
However, | feel | must point out that success 
still remains with the .222 family. Allan Hall 
and Walt Berger are the first names to mind. 
Red Cornelison’s success story with the 
23-40 in Jan. Precision Shooting and 
George Kelbly’s good shooting on the 
European ‘84 matches at Wiesbaden and 
Nice with the 222 M. are two more. And the 
large bolt face Remington BR’s and .225 
Win. are not to be written off yet. 

With the wide variety of types and lengths 
of sleeves available, the builder can tailor 
weight and bedding area to suit almost any 
requirement. The increase in the popularity 
of the U/L class has resulted in a number 
of sleeved Remingtons and Wichitas being 
built into bag guns or used on the Bill Hall 
rail guns. 

| have also sold a number of sleeves to 
be used on long range competition big bore 
guns and some for long range varmint rifles 
on long action Remingtons. 

And we've still got top shooters like 
Geraci, Jim Borden, etc. using sleeved 
Remingtons. | certainly don’t think the 
shooter gives up any accuracy if it is put 
together correctly. And he just might save 
a few bucks.

Dear Dave, 


If anyone that has a Davidson sleeved Remington would like to cut through the sleeve 
to the original serial number maybe these instructions would help. To standardize the 
dimension format lets call all longitudinal (table) movements ‘‘X”’ with plus to the right, minus 
to the left, ‘“X”’ zero is the rear edge of the sleeve. All the crossfeed movement, “‘Y’’ with 
plus away from you, minus toward you with ‘‘Y’’ zero at the centerline of the action. 

Place the action in the mill vise, level, the top of the sleeve facing away from you and 
loading port side down. Edge find the rear of the sleeve and set ‘‘X’’ zero. Edge find the 
fixed jaw of the mill vise, move out, “‘Y’’ minus the distance shown in the chart below and 
reset ‘‘Y”’ to zero. As a double check, the hole in the rear portion of the sleeve that matches 
up to the receiver sight base screw hole is also on the centerline of the action. 


Light wt. flat sleeve;

The slots are cut using an Ye” diameter end mill and the dimensions below are “X’’ minus 
from the rear of the sleeve and ‘‘Y”’ plus from centerline of the action. 
Model 722, 700 short, and 40-x 
Serial Numbers 
X— 7.250 to — 8.000 
Y+ .140 to .240 


Model 721 and 700 long 
X— 8.150 to — 8.850 
Y+ same as 722, etc. 


Model 600, 660, and XP-100 
X— 6.750 to — 7.600 X— 4.400 to —5.750 
Y+ .150 to+ .250 Y+ .150 to + .250 


The depth to be cut without cutting into the receiver can be found by touching the cutter 
to the portion of the receiver that extends past the rear of the sleeve, at centerline. Set 
the quill stop. Drop the mill knee .005. Move to the middle of the ‘Y’’ movement for the 
correct sleeve, starting close to one end of the “‘X’” movement move the table toward the 
other ‘‘X” figure while moving the quill down. Several passes may be necessary on the 
thicker sleeves. When the quill stop is reached, cut the slot out to the ‘*X”’ & ‘‘Y”’ dimensions 
in the chart. Raise the knee .001 a pass until the epoxy is reached without cutting into the 
receiver. This will expose the extreme bottom edge of the serial number or the model 
number. Raise the tool out of the cavity and tip the mill head up 15 degrees for the serial 
number on all models and the model number on the 600 series. For all the 700 series tip 
the head 712 degrees for the model number. Go back into the cavity and carefully cut until 
the rest of the numbers are visible. 

Not an easy task, but if you are not content with the stamped or engraved number on 
the outside of your sleeve, it is about the only way you can do it unless you want to 
dis-assemble the receiver from the sleeve. Then, | will do it for you at no charge except 
for the UPS fee to send your sleeve back to you.

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More Silhouette

I’ve been meaning to write up the latest 
on Silhouette cartridges for some time. At 
this point | can no longer use the move to 
Florida as an excuse. (Editor: especially 
since you moved there while Joe Namath 
was quarterbacking the N.J. Jets). 

During the summer of '83 | attended a Hi 
Power Silhouette match at the Consoli- 
dated Sportsmen of Lycoming County Pa. 
located North of Montoursville. One of the 
shooters was using the .223 case with the 
6.5 140 gr. Match King and having no 
trouble knocking over the ram. As you may 
remember everyone said you needed 1000 
ft. Ibs. of energy at 500 M to be sure of 
knocking over the ram. The velocity re- 
ported with the above combination was 
2350 f/s muzzle, so the energy at 500 M 
would be about 769 ft/lbs according to the 
Sierra Manual. 

On further investigation it was brought 
out that the rams were sitting on steel angle 
iron the same length as the width of the foot. 
The old 1000 ft/lb rule had been established 
with the rams sitting on railroad ties. Now 
most of the clubs, in Pennsylvania, at least, 
are using the angle iron fastened to the 
railroad ties or whatever. This makes the 
ram much easier to knock over. 

With this discovery | immediately made 
up a new Silhouette 6.5 using a shortened 
Wasp case. The case length is 1.630’. This 
reduction in case capacity over the Wasp 
was to just get 2350 to 2400 feet per 
second muzzle velocity. Object: to get the 
recoil as low as possible, but still bust the 
ram. This cartridge was used the later part 
of the 83 season and all of 84 in Penn- 
sylvania. Have hit and scored on 29 rams 
during this period. 

The reason for using the Wasp case was 
all of that .30-30 small primer pocket brass 
Jim Stekl so kindly provided. As you re- 
member | chambered a Varmint class rifle 
for the 6 MM Wasp and used it at 
Johnstown in ’82. My ability as a benchrest 
shooter (wind doper)? has deteriorated 
since 1975 when | retired. Too much golf 
and too little shooting. 

Actually the Wasp case is more difficult 
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to make than | have allotted time for, so 
have also chambered a barrel for a short 
International case 1.70” long. The standard 
International is 1.912” long. Have also 
continued working on the 6 MM, now using 
the full International case. The long point 6 
MM 105 to 110 gr. should work very well 
here in Florida as the longest Hi Power 
range that | know of is 385 M. In fact this 
one is in Brunswick, Ga. The longest Florida 
range in the Northern section of Florida is 
at Port Malabar. It is slightly less than 385 
M. 

There is a fair amount of smallbore sil- 
houette activity in Florida. The Gateway 
Rifle and Pistol Club at Jacksonville has 


smallbore silhouette matches the first 
Sunday of every month. Lake City and Port 
Malabar have theirs on the last Sunday of 
the month. Handgun silhouette is more 
popular than rifle down here. | think you 
could attend a handgun sillhouette match 
every week end. 

The long run of 36 Silhouette animals 
reported in the January issue of P.S. was 
done with the 7 MM BR. Wonder why no 
one has popularized the 6.5. The Sierra 140 
grain Match King has a very good ballistic 
coefficient, about .54 according to the 
Sierra Manual. You need to go to a 160 
grain 7 MM and a 180 grain .30 cal to do 
as well. Bigger bullets, bigger recoil!

Parallel Plier-Press Persuasions 
by O. L. Vosburgh 


Twelve years ago a shooter became very 
dissatisified with the time it took to reload 
between matches — the arbor press, 
knock-out die, slow one-at-a-time primer 
tool, etc. He made a decision to make a set 
of tools that would cut the reloading time in 
half, thus giving him an opportunity to puff 
on his pipe and scout the competition. 

A month or so later he showed up at a 
match with a system for bench reloading 
that he called the Parallel Plier-Press 
Persuasions. The system consisted of 
three tools: a sizing-decapping tools that he 
referred to as the ‘‘flip-flop’’, a precision 
priming tool with a magazine turned from 
solid aluminum, holding 300 primers, and a 
small bullet seating press — all three tools 
actuated by parallel pliers.

The maker of the device was timed and 
only two seconds were required to size, 
decap and extract the case — a real study 
in time and motion. 

Assuming 15 cases were to be reloaded, 
then only 30 seconds elapsed during that 
portion of the work.

The third tool was a small arbor press 
actuated by parallel pliers with a swing-out 
feature. Photo #7 shows the device in 
“swing-out’’ mode. The bullet and charged 
case are inserted into the bullet seating die 
in the usual manner, placed on the base of 
the tool, the press is then swung over the 
die and the pliers squeezed, and the loading 
process is completed. Photo #8 shows the 
final squeeze.

There was never any doubt that the 
reloading time was cut more than half, even 
less than half the time it takes to do the job 
today. It seems remarkable that someone 
that long ago addressed the problem in this 
unique way. The form of the tools followed 
function from start to finish and the utility of 
the tools created a convenience that bor- 
dered on pure luxury, even for an operator 
with average, manual dexterity. 

Not long after the appearance of these 
small, speed tools, some of the man’s 
shooting buddies had, in one way or 
another, induced him to make a set for 
them, etc. But he soon grew tired of making 
the tools and ceased the practice. 

These photos are passed along, with the 
permission of the originator, in the hope that 
someone who would like to speed up his 
reloading time, would be motivated to 
make, or have made, his own set of these 
excellent tools. 

The user of this system of reloading 
would not have to worry about holding up 
the next match; he would be reloaded and 
waiting.

CLEARVIEW PRODUCTS REPORT 


by 
Jim Borden 


The writer was recently introduced to a 
new line of scopes, rings, binoculars, and 
spotting scopes. The opportunity to try out 
a few of the products availed itself and the 
results of the tests were very positive. The 
manufacturer of mounts are available to fit 
the needs of almost every type of shooter. 
There are rings for lever action, bolt action, 
pump action, single shot, and automatic 
weapons. Many of the mount systems 
require no gunsmithing to mount them. The 
particular set of rings that caught my fancy 
was designed to fit 101 applications. The 
rings are designed as see-through rings 
which makes them particularly adaptable to 
Benchrest. The high mounting of the scope 
insures that even Lyman 35x scopes can 
adequately clear the barrels on benchrest 
guns when mounted on unsleeved actions. 
The rings use four screw caps and are light 
and strong. The rings were mounted on 
three rifles. The only problem that was 
encountered was the crossbolt through the 
bottom of the rings. The crossbolts had a 
necked down area at the jointure of the 
threads and the bolt shank. Two crossbolts 
were broken. The manufacturers repre- 
sentative promptly replaced the bolts with 
allennead crossbolts that utilized rolling 
threads with no necking of the jointure. 
These crossbolts could be pulled up very 
tight without overstressing the bolt. The 
rings only needed nominal lapping. 
Photographs of the rings are provided for 
reference. 

The spotting scopes and binoculars were 
very impressive. The optics are extremely 
sharp and clear over the entire field of view. 
no distortion could be noted around the 
periphery of the lenses. The 500MM 
spotting scope utilizes a mirror lens system 
which allows it to be compact. It is only six 
inches long and three inches in diameter. 
The spotting scope features interchange- 
able eyepieces which provides a variety of 
magnifications from 20X to 40X. Another

unique feature is that the eyepiece can be 
rotated 360 degrees around the axis of the 
spotting scope. This allows an angled vision 
when mounted on a camera tripod when 
used standing. The eyepiece can be turned 
to a horizontal plane for use at the bench. 
Photographs of the spotting scope with the 
eyepiece in various positions are included 
for your enjoyment. The position is easily 
adjusted by loosening a set screw and 
rotating the eyepiece. The unit comes with

a handy carrying case and tripod. The tripod 
folds neatly and fits in its own section of the 
carrying case. The tripod also serves as a 
window mount when in the folded position. 
The unit will easily fill the needs of the 
competitive shooter who wants to monitor 
the performance of another relay as well as 
meeting the needs of the Hunter com- 
petitor. 

The 8X21 binoculars utilize the roof prism 
system to obtain a compact size while

maintaining clarity. They fold neatly into a 
compact unit that can be carried com- 
fortably in a shirt pocket.

of a hunter as well as serve as a compact 
pair to be carried in a vehicle’s glove 
compartment. 

The Clearview scope lines are purely for 
hunters with no Silhouette or Benchrest 
scopes in the line. The image in the scopes 
is sharp and clear. There is an economy line 
and a Premier line of scopes to fit the 
pocketbooks of the range of hunters. The 
testing was completed on the economy line 
of scopes. A 3X to 9X variable was tested. 
The scope showed crisp click adjustments. 
In fact, the testing of the variable scope 
showed the scope to average exactly % 
minutes of adjustment per click. The scope 
was tested through 72 clicks of elevation 
and 48 clicks of windage. The scope was 
tested on a proven 700 Remington in 64M 
Rem. The scope was tested for repeata- 
bility and tracking. A three shot group was 
first fired at the target center Then three 
inches of elevation and three inches of right 
windage were added. A center hold was 
used and another three shot group was 
fired. Then six inches of elevation was taken 
out of the scope (24 clicks) and another 
three shot group was fired. Then six inches 
of left windage was added and another

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three shot group was fired. Then six inches 
of elevation was added and again a three 
shot group was fired. The final step was to 
take three inches of elevation out of the 
scope and adjust for three inches of right 
windage. This final move should have the 
rifle print the final group over the original 
group in the center of the target. The other 
four groups should form a six inch square 
around the center of the target. The scope 
worked remarkably well. In fact the results 
were as good as those experienced with a 
$200+ scope and the scope being tested 
costs less than $75.00. A graph of the 
group centers is included for reference. As 
noted previously, the clicks averaged 
exactly % minute of angle for windage and 
elevation. The final group ended up a little 
low (¥2 inch) and a little right (.9 inch) of the 
first group. Looking closely at the graph, 
one can see that the final group ended up 
almost at the center of the outside four 
groups. This leads me to believe that 
something happened in the first elevation 
and windage adjustment. The groups on 
the right are about one inch to the right and 
the groups on the left are almost one inch 
to the right. The first group appears to be 
the one that is out of place. 

The final test of the variable was to shoot 
a three shot group at 9X, then shoot a three

shot group at 6X, then shoot a three shot 
group at 3X. The centers of these groups 
were calculated and the impact shifts were 
calculated. This was the only disappointing 
test of the scope. The group center moved 
one inch to the right in the power change 
from 9X to 6X. The center moved one inch 
to the left and up one and one-half inches 
on the power change from 6X to 3X. The 
group center returned to normal when the 
power was returned to 9X. A graph of the 
group centers for this test is included for 
reference. Overall, the scope provided very 
good performance especially when the 
price of the scope was considered. 

The Clearview products offer a range of 
items for shooters and hunters and it is well 
worth the time to give them a closer look.

None of these three wildcats is anything 
revolutionary; | certainy did not re-invent the 
wheel with any of them. Every one of them 
probably was done by others both before 
and since. 

| first started shooting a short .308 while 
| was working with Ed Shilen. To tell the 
truth, | am not sure whose idea it was. The 
chamber was cut with a .308 reamer, 
stopping at a certain length of insertion. The 
case was made by running a new case into 
a Wilson full length forming die that had 
been ground down to make the short case, 
then used as a head space gauge. The 
barrel used had a 1-14 twist, and the 
powder was H 380. The charge was never 
weighed, just up and down on the measure 
until the best results were obtained. The 
bullets were 141 grain flat base bullets, 
made in what | recall as being Ross 
Sherman dies, using short Sierra jackets. 

The rifle shot quite well, and | won a few 
matches with it. It was very good at 200 
yards in the West Texas wind. 

| later had a new reamer ground with the 
sharp shoulder and dimensions as are 
shown in the drawing. | had Art Day, in 
Tulsa, Oklahoma make me some barrels 
with a 14.5 twist. This worked out much 
better with the 141 grain bullets. | shot this 
in all classes in late 1967 and 1968 until | 
ran out of bullets.

During this time period | won the Annual 
championship at the Grand Prairie Gun 
Club, set a 200 yard record in the light 
varmint class and won the Gulf Coast 
Regionals, and the Texas State Unre- 
stricted. | think that the case is very 
competitive with good bullets, and with the 
150 grain Sierra boat tail it is showing some 
possibilities. 

One thing that | would like to add about 
any 30 caliber. They are mighty unforgiving 
of any mistake, such as different pressure 
on butt stock, different position on the rest, 
etc. | had many four groups in the zeros, 
with one out (they always insisted on 
measuring all five of them). The best group

| ever shot with this cartridge was unfor- 
tunately fired in unregistered club matches, 
an .046 at 100 yards, and a .121 at 200 
yards. 

As for the two 6 MMs, | never shot them 
in a match. They were made up for varmint 
hunters who wanted something above .22 
caliber, and with more volume than a 6x47. 
In testing, each showed promise, and with 
the good bullets that are widely available 
today, they might be interesting to go back 
to. 

In the 1970 era my job took me out of the 
country for a few years. It’s good to be back 
in benchrest again, and playing with wild- 
cats again.

(Editor’s introduction: | was recently 
reading the latest issue of ‘‘Shotgun 
News”, and while ambling through those 
pages, | stopped at the block ad of Prairie 
Shootin’ Supply, in Winner, South Dakota. 
This company is one of the largest 
distributors of Kimber rifles around, and in 
recent months, with Kimber turning out 
rifles for the .22 Hornet, .17 Hornet, .218 
Bee, .223 Remington and others, it’s an 
interesting ad, because the ad always talks 
about Kimber history, and has all sorts of 
obscure notes about factory variants, of a 
kind that the Editor is a sucker for. Anyway, 
at the end of the January 1 issue ad was 
a comment that the (un-named) company 
owner was disgusted with American brass 
in .22 Hornet, and finally had to go to Sako 
to get some DECENT brass, with uniform 
walls, for his Hornet. Apparently warming to 
the subject of poor American factory quality 
the ad then went on to go into a complete 
tizzy about the poor quality of available .17 
caliber bullets, jumped up and down on the 
prostrate body of a leading U.S. bullet 
manufacturer, and asked anyone with good 
.17 caliber bullets to write Prairie Shootin’ 
Supply. | mean, the writer was not at all 
gentle with what he had to say .... he 
certainly did not pussy-foot around the 
issues. 

| put down that issue of Shotgun News, 
and stared at the ad in admiration. If | let 
Geo. Fullmer say half of what this fellow 
said, the P.S. Board of Directors would 
hang me from the nearest tree. Of course 
the guy was RIGHT; but heck, you’re not 
supposed to say these things in print The 
more | looked at the ad, the more | feltit.... 
the writer JUST HAS to be a P.S. reader. 
He certainly did not pick up this stuff about 
Sako brass, case wall thickness, poor 
bullets and whatever else .... flipping 
through the drug-store gun magazines 
once a month. 

There was only one way to find him. | had 
an address in Winner, South Dakota, and 
| had a 4000 subscriber list print out, in 
alphabetical order. Opened a cold beer, 
took a deep breath, and tackled the list. A 
half hour later, | found the address, and the 
name .... Lawrence Friestad. 

| dropped a note to Mr. Friestad that day 
.... the sum and substance being you just 
authored the best ad I’ve ever read in years, 
and from what you had to say, heck, | knew 


you were one of us . .. . and I’m delighted 
to find that you are indeed . .. . family. A 
week later came a reply . .. . from Prairie 


Shootin’ Supply, in Winner, South Dakota. 


Dear Dave, 

Thanks for writing. | get a lot of mail, in 
the course of a week, in my gun business. 
It’s seldom that | get a letter that | don’t 


enjoy .... yours was one that | really 
enjoyed. 

Yes, | do indeed read Precision Shooting 
magazine .... and | consider it the best 


publication in the firearms industry today for 
the real gun enthusiast. | have told dozens 
of people about your magazine, but itis rare 
that | run into anyone who has ever heard 
of it. 

Your writing to me is coincidence. | had 
just become totally frustrated, after telling 
someone about your magazine, and having 
another ‘‘I never heard of it’’ reply. So, in 
my upcoming February 10th ad in Shotgun 
News, | put a note in my advertisement 
about P.S., and gave the address where to 
send a subscription. | think of it as my 
contribution to decreasing ignorance in the 
(gun) world. If a person reads your 
magazine for a year, he will find answers to 
may questions about accuracy that are 
completely impossible to find elsewhere. 

| have found, from long experience, that 
there are two classes of gun owners. Heck, 
you can sub-divide them further, but really, 
when all is said and done, there are just two 
major classifications. 

The largest class are what | would term 
GUN OWNERS. These people buy and sell, 
buy and sell some more, and do some 
trading as well. They talk about shooting, 
they read about shooting, they know every 
small detail of a Winchester from a screw 
change to a different logo stamping. They 
have more Smith and Wessons than the 
Chicago Police Department has, and they 
will buy more yet. But. . . . these people are 
not SHOOTERS. Most of them could not 
hit a bull in the posterior with a shovel at 
point-blank range. They don’t have ammo 
for a third of the guns that they own. And 
if they ACTUALLY shot all those .300 
Magnums, and the .458s that they own 
.... they wouldn’t have them long. These 
people read all the newstand gun publi- 
cations, and get all worked up over the 
ultimate Macho, fantasy trip .... assault 
rifles. Somehow they feel that if the Rus- 
sians ever invade, when the census-taken 
with the red star on his hat comes to their 
door, and they shoot him into little itty bitty 
pieces with their assult rifle, they will save 
their block, and be a hero forever more. | 
don’t want to be a pessimist, but somehow 
| just don’t feel that is the way that the 
scenario will work out. 
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On the other hand we have the real gun 
nut... . the real McCoy. He may have more 
rifles than he can shoot, but that is because 
he has settled down to make one particular 
rifle SHOOT, and he is determined to do just 
that, and the skies may fall from the 
heavens, wars may be declared, armies 
may march, dynasties may fall. . . . the hell 
with it all... . this rifle is gonna shoot OR 
ELSE. This shooter will sit for hours, fiddling 
with cases, cleaning, reaming, fussing, 
whatever. The reloading bench is their idea 
of great furniture. They are suspicious of 
anything that a factory makes. They look at 
a popular rifle, and all they see is the action 
.... and what could be made out of the 
action. In their minds, good brass should be 
the international medium of monetary ex- 
change, instead of gold. The wealth of a 
nation would be determined by the number 
of match grade bullets that they have on 
hand. These guys are SHOOTERS; they 
love a fine rifle for what it can DO, not for 
what it was, or looked like. They read 
Precision Shooting, and in those pages the 
contributors do not make idle boasts, nor 
stupid statements .... over half of the 
readership is capable of putting in his proper 
place the would-be author who advanced a 
theory that could not be proven at the 
bench. Personally, | am pretty much con- 
vinced why the major arms companies do 
not advertise in P.S. If they ignore you they 
can always take a ‘‘never heard of them’”’ 
posture when one of your contributors 
jumps up and down on one of their shoddy 
products... . such as the gravel road they 
put on their trigger sear, instead of the 
smooth interstate that should be there. 
Precision Shooting readers have a lot of gun 
gadgets on hand, and if a proper gadget is 


not commercially available, they MAKE the 
darn thing, and probably make it better than 
a factory could have made it. One of the 
basic tests to determine if an individual is 
really into the accuracy scene, or whether 
he just thinks he is ... . is the question of 
whether he reads Precision Shooting 
magazine. Your publication is a well-kept 
secret by aninner circle. . . . you are almost 
a cult. 

A hazard of reading P.S. is that you run 
into other P.S. readers, and they are not a 
safe bunch of guys to associate with if you 
value your spare time. Dick Saunders 
showed up at my door one day, when he 
was in my neck of the woods, shooting 
prairie dogs. He was shooting a neat .17 
Jet. An intelligent person would look at the 
thing, and ask why anyone would want 
such a creation. You can’t even buy ammo 
for the darn thing. That was my initial 
reaction. By the time Saunders left, and | 
had fired the little cuss a few times, | just 
HAD to have one. There goes more hours 
of my time, making ammo for .17 calibers 
that are now in growing numbers in my gun 
room. | caution you. . . . if you possibly can, 
try to avoid having anything to do with 
wildcat shooters. They infest you with all 
kinds of enthusiasm for things that can’t be 
bought .... but rather must be pestered 
out of some busy gunsmith who can only 
work at his trade after he spent eight hours 
a day elsewhere making a living at 
something else. 

| have a lot of varmint shooters stopping 
in here all the time . . . . real gun nuts. They 
seldom show up with a rifle that fires a 
factory cartridge. | have discovered, from 
hard experience, that their enthusiasm rubs 
off rather easily on unsuspecting types... .

such as myself. Frequently | am planning a 
new rifle in their dumb wildcat configuration 
before they have cleared the premises. 
These types can really lead you astray... . 
they certainly pointed me in a new direction, 
and I’m not sure but it might have been an 
opposite direction from where sanity 
dwelled. My guns are starting to have wierd 
names stamped on their barrels. (Editor: 
Lawrence, sit down and let me tell you why 
you need an Aardvark from Harold 
Broughton). | can’t find any use for a 
magazine or a clip anymore. The local gun 
shops do not carry any ammo that | can fire 
in my guns. Somehow this doesn’t bother 
me all that much. 

Then, to make things worse, visitors also 
began showing up with fine custom rifles, 
made by the likes of Leonard Brownell. 
Naturally these fellows lead me astray also 
(| lead fairly easily), and | now have some 


of these rifles as well. . . . another bad thing 
to get into. Custom stocks, fine checkering, 
tasteful engraving .... they don’t make a 


rifle shoot any better, no more than a 
beautiful woman can cook bacon and eggs 
better than a plain one. . . . but | sure know 
which one | would rather have cooking my 
bacon and eggs!

Somebody finally helped me out, and | 
learned how to get it from the factory. It’s 
still much better than domestic Hornet 
brass, BUT now they are making it .295 
inch. | about died; that .003 was important 
to me.

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BENCHREST OPTICS 


Editor’s introduction: | yanked this one 
out of the manuscript pile for the proposed 
book, because there seems to me to be a 
lot of confusion out there in our ranks about 
scopes .... their workings .... their ad- 
justments .... and when to do what with 
them. There would be universal agreement 
among benchrest shooters that only Wally 
Siebert could write this article. . . . because 
he’s about the only person in the field of 
optics that most of us would listen to. 

To say that benchrest optics have 
changed in the last decade or two would be 
to state the obvious! It used to be that 
almost 100% of the participants in any 
benchrest match had mounted on their 
muskets scopes that were up to two feet 
long, sporting names like Fecker, Litschert, 
Lyman, Redfield, and Unertl! They were 
usually mounted with the front base resting 
on the barrel and the rear base located on 
the receiver ring of the action. This 
mounting system provided, in general, for 
both the scope tube and the bore of the 
barrel to be reasonably parallel! That in turn 
provided for the adjustments of the rear 
mount to be close to the center of their 
adjustments if the bases were of the proper 
height to allow a line across their tops to be 
parallel to a similar line through the bore. 

Now we visit a present day match of 
benchrest shooters locked into serious 
competition, and we find that with the 
exception of the unlimited class matches, 
the scopes of yore have practically all 
disappeared and have given way to the 
short receiver mounted scopes. ‘‘What 
might be the reasons behind this change?”’ 
you ask. Well, to state it quite simply in a 
word .... PROGRESS! We have learned 
to get the high X magnification that we think 
we need, along with the resolution that we 
want to be able to hold off just that fraction 
of a bullet hole, out of the short scopes! We 
have been able to get rid of the external 
sliding mount system whose repeatability 
was distrusted by many. And we have 
learned that if we add the weight saved by 
the shorter scopes into the barrel of the 
varmint class rifles, we get a better shooting 
rifle on the line. 

In the decade or so that | have worked 
with telescopes, specifically for the 
benchrest game, | couldn’t help but learn a 
few things that people do to their optical 
assistants that one should never do to a 
friend. Rather than go into a lengthy treatise 
on optical laws and formulae, I'll give 
herewith a series of do’s and don’ts that in 
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by 
Wally Siebert 


my considered opinion can’t help but make 
your optical helpers perform at their level 
best. 

Since the instruction booklets that come 
with your new scope usually start with 
focusing the eyepiece, we will start there 
also and work our way forward till we reach 
the objective end of the scope. Follow the 
instructions for focusing the eyepiece in the 
reticule and tighten the lockring as the 
booklet tells you. Before moving onto the 
next step in your instruction booklet, take 
a piece of tape which you should wind 
tightly around the lockring and the tube of 
the eyepiece so you'll be unable to turn the 
eyepiece. Then take a vow not to touch said 
ocular end until your optometrist tells you 
that you need glasses, or if you wear them 
already, until he tells you that new pre- 
scriptions are in order! As we move forward 
along the scope, we next reach the ad- 
justments for windage and elevation. Since 
their use is closely related to the mounts 
and bases we use, | feel the need to 
introduce them right here. Because it is at 
this juncture that we can make a mediocre 
piece of benchrest equipment out of two 
pieces of excellent components. 

Example number 1: Joe Benchrest 
Shooter returns a scope to me with the 
following note. ‘‘Mounted my scope on my 
brand new H.V. rig built by top of the line 
gunsmith. After sighting in on target, | try for

some groups and they splatter all over! Also 
find that windage adjustment of scope must 
be haywire since | can’t feel any clicks and 
turns very hard. Please check scope and 
repair as necessary!” 

Taking the dust cover off the windage 
adjustment, one look tells me that the 
adjustment is all the way out and upon 
applying some force in the opposite 
direction, it begins to turn again and | keep 
turning it the number of full turns required 
by that particular make to center the ad- 
justments. The reason for Joe’s problem is 
a basic misalignment of the mounting 
system to the center of the bore. Thrift (in 
a wrong place!) and ignorance of the inner 
workings of a scope are the cause of Joe’s 
problem. You see, Joe has spent a con- 
siderable amount of cash for gun and scope 
and has probably told his gunsmith exactly 
how much the gun should weigh. The 
weight of the scope was known and he had 
bought the lightest set of bases and rings 
so that he would not go over the limit for 
the class. After mounting the scope to the 
gun he proceeds to the range to first bo- 
resight the scope and then by firing a 
number of shots and turning and turning, he 
finally gets ‘‘on target’. We have been so 
conditioned by the advertising of all scope 
manufacturers that ‘‘our reticules are 
permanently centered’ that we keep on

merrily turning the knobs with hardly a 
thought of what is happening inside the 
scope! Remember the old traditional target 
scopes with their rather large rear mounts 
that showed you exactly how the two 
windage and elevation knobs pushed the 
scope tube against the pressure of a 
spring-loaded plunger at the third point?? 
Well, the modern scope of today still works 
on exactly the same principle; except that 
now the movement is against a spring that 
is hidden inside the scope tube. There we 
are pushing the tube that holds the erector 
lenses and which is supported on the third 
point by a spring even though not a coil 
spring as in the earlier target scope. If we 
keep cranking on the knobs until we reach 
either extreme limit (e.g., full compression 
or no compression), we will certainly have 
erratic performance! 

Example number 2: A friend from our 
local club who is a tool and die maker by 
trade invites me to come to the range to test 
a new L. V. that he just built. At the range, 
all is set up and he proceeds to loosen the 
lockrings of his discount house scope 
mounts from a second rifle and hands me 
the scope with said mounts to put same on 
the new gun. My remark that | did not bring 
my colimator is answered by: ‘‘we don’t 
need that gadget, it'll be right on target!” 
With considerable doubt about that 
statement, | request to fire the first shot. 
Much to my surprise, this first shot is one 
inch above point of aim exactly in line with 


the vertical crosshair! Remember now; 
scope was just removed from one gun with 
rings installed and placed on same type 
base on new gun. No boresighting or 
colimating, etc!! How did he do it? 

Upon closer examination, | find that he 
makes his own bases as follows: he ma- 
chines a rectangular bar of the approximate 
length for the action (or sleeve) on one side 
to conform to the configuration of the top 
of the action. After drilling and counter- 
sinking holes to match the scope base holes 
in the top of the action, he cleans the top 
of the action and the newly machined 
underside of the new base with a handy 
solvent. Next, he coats both surfaces with 
epoxy and mates the two together with the 
use of scopebase screws. After cleaning up 
any excess epoxy that has been squeezed 
out, the whole assembly is left to set up. 
Next the action is set up and properly 
leveled in the milling machine vise. The top 
of our new base is then machined down to 
the proper elevation making sure that 
proper allowance is made for the size of the 
objective bell on the scopes to be used as 
well as the height of the rings that we intend 
to use. After inscribing a centerline along 
the top of the new base, both sides are then 
machined parallel to a width that is correct 
for the rings to be used. Installing next a 
dovetail cutter, he mills the proper relief 
along both sides so that the dovetail of the 
rings slips on the now almost completed 
base with a snug fit. All that is left to be done 
now is to cut a couple of grooves for the 
crossbolts and Voila! We have a set up that 
is pretty darned close to the centerline of the 
action.

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For my own use | have modified this 
machining setup a little since | have seen 
more than one action that was warped to 
some degree. | first install the barrel into the 
action and then make the setup in the milling 
vise by holding the whole assembly along 
the cylindrical section directly in front of the 
action. As a result of all this fussing, we now 
have a system that permits us to use the 
optically superior center area of the scopes 
lens system as well as the center portion of 
the mechanical adjustments that should be 
theoretically less prone to erratic behavior 
than using the same in the areas of either 
extreme! If you don’t want to go through all 
this, my recommendation for the only viable 
alternate is to use adjustable bases and/or 
rings that give you enough windage, and a 
sufficient amount of shimstock under the 
offending end of the base so that you are 
able to put a shot on a standard benchrest 
target without having to touch the scopes 
adjustments. If your mounts don’t permit 
that, change mounts! 

You say all that is too much of a hassle!? 
Remember that you spent a considerable 
amount of folding money to get your dream 
musket and the scope!! And then when it 
comes to mounts, you want to skimp? Well, 
you pay the consequences. 

Now that we have properly mounted our 
scope to the gun, it is time we take it to the 
range and find out about the workings of the 
objective end of the scope. Your scope 
comes with a booklet of instructions that tell 
you, amoungst other things, how to adjust 
your scope to be free of parallax at given 
distances. With very few exceptions, the 
following rule applies here: ‘‘When your 
target shows up sharp and clear, it is free 
from parallax!’’ This references is to the use 
of high-X scopes common to benchrest 
shooting. 

At the time of this writing, two makes of 
scopes dominate the varmint classes in 
benchrest shooting. Of the two, the Leupold 
models are simply adjusted for freedom of 
parallax by twisting the ribbed ring at the 
objective bell in the proper direction until the 
picture shows up sharp and clear. When 
using the short sunshade that comes with 
the Leupold scopes, a quick check to be 
sure that the threaded flange that screws 
into the objective bell is in order on a new 
scope. | know of at least two scopes where 
this flange reached against the lockring that 
holds the objective lens cell in place thereby 
pushing everything out of focus when the 
shade was tightened against the objective 
bell. The instruction booklets never mention 
things like that! 

The Lyman LWBR series being the other 
of the popular and very successful makes, 
uses a lockring system to hold things in 
place. A no-no that I’ve witnessed on our 
range sometime ago involved a couple that 
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were both quite seriously involved in the 
benchrest game. One day after the targets 
had been moved to 200 yards, | happened 
to see the two at their bench, one eying the 
target through the scope and the other 
twisting the objective bell apparently with 
great difficulty in order to adjust for the 200 
yard parallax. Suspecting the worst, | 
asked if they had loosened the lockring on 
the Lyman LWBR’s objective bell. ‘“‘Why?’’ 
came the answer, ‘‘we always adjust this 
scope in this fashion’. With a little per- 
suasion and a minute lecture, | cured them 
of this bad habit. That lockring is there for 
a reason, friends, so use it! 

Now that we have a clear target we are 
all set to try out our new musket. Well, not 
quite. Before you fire that first shot, add 
what is generally referred to as a mirage 
shield to the objective bell of your scope. 
This mirage shield should extend all the way 
to within an inch of the muzzle and can be 
as simple as a piece of target paper taped 
to the scope, to the fancy tubes of 
translucent plastic that you can buy from 
suppliers that advertise in the various 
shooting publications. Without this mirage 
shield, the heatwaves that will start to rise 
after about the third or fourth shot, de- 
pending on outside temperature and wind 
velocity, will do their utmost to confound 
your best efforts to read the conditions on 
the range by introducing another set of 
mirage into the picture that you see through 
the scope and one that is totally irrelevant 
to the real condition on the range. This so 
called barrel mirage gets heavier and is 
quicker to be seen as the outside tempe- 
rature gets lower and has most certainly 
been responsible for many a ruined group 
and substantial amounts of head scratching 
by the unwary. 

If you have followed me so far and treated 
the scope and its mounting as | have 
suggested, you will get a lifetime of service 
from the optical equipment that you bought 
with your hard earned $. 

In order to sustain that good performance 
we expect from our scope, a few additional 
pointers are in order, and in order to give 
them | shall violate that old hackney that 
says: ‘‘Never say ‘never’!’’ First, never lift 
or carry your gun by its scope! Second, in 
competition, when there is more than one 
shot to be fired, never fire a shot without the 
use of a mirage shield over the barrel. Third, 
when cleaning your rifle, never push a 
Hoppe’s soaked brush out the muzzle 
unless you have first covered the scopes 
objective lens with a lens cap or anything 
that will prevent the spray that is being 
released by the brush exiting the muzzle 
from reaching the scope’s lenses. 

If you have doubts about the optical 
qualities of one make of scope over 
another, here is a simple test that you can 
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run yourself without the need for fancy 
expensive equipment. Remember that you 
are mainly interested in the resolving power 
of your scope since the better the resolving 
power, the better you can judge your 
holding picture. Not having the equipment 
to test your scope (and in any case your 


eyes alone should be the final judge, since ~ 


you want to know what it does for YOU!!) 
take a page of yesterday’s newspaper, 
mount it to a piece of cardboard or plywood 
which in turn is fixed to a stake about four 
feet long. Take that to the range and pike 
it into the ground about fifty yards from the 
bench. Set up the scopes to be tested next 
to each other and focus on the newspaper. 
Keep a record of what you can read. Move 
the newspaper target out in 10 yard 
increments and by keeping proper records 
of what each scope can read, you'll pretty 
soon know which scope has the better 
resolving power. And no ‘“‘lines per milli- 
meter’ statistic or other technical gob- 
bledegook will change that result for YOUR 
eyes. 

Looking at tomorrow, I'd like to see a 
scope built for benchrest shooters that 
utilizes the rigid and strong tube of the 
Unertl BV-20 along with its method of 
parallax adjustment. Optics would be (in 
alphabetical order) by Leupold, Lyman 
LWBR 25, or Unertl in the magnifications 
desired. Windage and elevation adjust- 
ments would be Weaver’s T-Series Ac- 
cutrac. Scope bases would be integral to 
the action, like on the Stolle Panda and rings 
would have adjustments for windage like 
the English-made Parker Hale of yore that 
sported those adjustments in both the front 
and rear ring. Given that combination, we 
could be very sure that we'd be only using 
the very center portion of our scope’s 
adjustment with much confidence in their 
continuing reliability of movement. The 
more confidence we have in our equipment, 
the better we can concentrate on the 
conditions between the muzzle and the 
target!

The benchrest competitor and accuracy 
nut have a wide selection of quality bullets 
these days in .224” and 6 MM sizes and to 
a minor degree in .308. Three decades ago 
such was not the case. To be sure, there 
were some very good bullets around but 
very hard to come by. If a lot of really 
superior bullets came along, they were 
guarded like the family jewels and put into 
use when rifle, weather conditions and 
personal performance warranted their use 
or an important championship would bring 
them into use. The primary problem was 
quality bullet making dies. There were a few 
active benchresters that were able to make 
their own dies; Culver, Pindell, Gottschall 
and a few others. B & A dies were being 
made but were limited in numbers and a 
long wait was required after ordering. | 
recall that | was very lucky and surprised 
when my first set was finished in fourteen 
months. 

We are indeed blessed today with the 
number of custom bullet makers that are 
active, arid also the high level of quality we 
have available. The level of quality is an 
indicator of the kind of men that are making 


these bullets. Making really fine bullets 
takes a lot of time, attention, and dedi- 
cation. Currently with perhaps ten different 
makes of bullets in inventory in .224” and 
6 MM calibers, I'd suspect that any of them 
are capable of shooting a new record 
properly loaded for their weight, style and 
diameter. In a word, we never had it so 
good. 

Yet there is room for improvement. The 
limitations are not the fault of the custom 
bullet maker, but of factors over which he 
has not a snit of control. He can acquire the 
perfect dies required and learn how to use 
them. He can be selective and correct any 
shortcomings in the lead wire for core 
forming. G.T.B. was not satisfied with the 
wire that was available and proceeded to 
set up a lead wire making operation. 
Samples of this lead wire proved to be as 
perfect as could be asked for. But when it 
comes to the copper jacket, the bullet 
maker has limited control. He can do no- 
thing about the uniform levels required for 
a perfect bullet, but can only be selective. 
And that can become quite a ball of wax 
since he’s more or less stuck with those 
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jackets that don’t come up to par. The 
jacket maker isn’t really the major problem. 
The maker of the copper sheets, that will 
be formed into the copper cups, is the 
culprit. 

Along about 1971 or so, one morning | 
got a phone call from the late Bob Hart. A 
new shipment of Sierra .705” .22 jackets 
had come in and he and Wally had done 
some spot checking of this lot and found 
that this lot was the best that had ever come 
along. | ordered a few thousands and have 
been kicking myself ever since for not 
ordering a lot more. Wall run-out on these 
jackets were .0002” or better and all were 
within perhaps .003” in length. It was asnap ~ 
to make some very fine bullets with this lot 
which was used up by Connie and | the 
following year. 

The quality found in the .224” and 6 MM 
Remington BR bullets when they were 
being made was the result of demanding, 
and getting, copper sheeting for cup 
forming that was near perfect in thickness 
and temper. When they first came along | 
spent a lot of hours splitting bullets with a 
very fine jeweler’s saw and checking the 
jacket thickness run-out. It was very 
apparent these bullets were going to shoot 
well. So it would seem that if major efforts 
are made to acquire the quality of copper 
sheeting required for a perfect jacket and 
the required attention to tooling takes 
place, amajor step would take place toward 
the perfect bullet we all desire. The maker 
of jackets that can hold down wall variation 
to .0002” or better will never catch up on 
the demand. Remington rather proved that 
such a quality jacket is possible. 

The fine quality custom bullets doesn’t 
end the reloaders attention to other little 
details. Toillustrate . . . .a6MM bullet from 
Walt Berger may just be shooting like the 
devil and another batch from Myles Hollister 
tried and don’t seem to cut the mustard. 
Well, any bullet from either Walt or Myles 
are darn fine bullets. There are, however, 
some minor differences possible and 
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therefore, we have to find what seating 
depth changes might be required or powder 
load changes are needed to get all the 
goodies that Myles put into his bullets. 
There probably are some differences in 
bullet length, diameter, ogive and bearing 
surface. Both bullets are as perfect as can 
be acquired, so now the only limitation is our 
ability to find what it takes to make each 
shoot in our rifle. 

Any change in ogive will have some effect 
on the bearing surface of a bullet. Spot 
checking some 6 MM bullets on hand, we 
find: 


Bullet Bearing 
Make WT. Type Length 
A 70 gr BT .370” 
B 80 gr FB .437” 
B 62 gr FB 316” 
Cc 70 gr FB 356” 
D 68 gr FB 318” 


This is the length of the rifling engraved on 
the bullet in question. 

Different bullets loaded for a particular 
barrel can make a major difference in proper 
seating depth and over-all length of the 
loaded round. For example, a 6 MM barrel 
with three different bullets checks out as 
follows: 


Bullet Total length of round 
A 2.415” 
B 2.491” 
Cc 2.481” 


Bullet diameters are slightly different from 
custom maker to custom maker and in 
addition, there is often a few tenths dif- 
ference from lot to lot of the same make. 


Body Pressure 
Bullet Dia. Ring 
A .2429” .2438” 
B 2426” .2431” 
Cc .24275” .2430” 


Each of these factors very often have an 
effect on just how well a barrel is shooting 
with a particular bullet. If we change makers 
and in some cases, the lot, we can save a 
great deal of fooling around by first 
establishing what, if any, differences there 
are as far as seating for an established 
ogive-leade relationship. If there is a major 
difference in diameters and bearing surface 
figures, some minor change in powder load 
might well be required. This is another case 
where a written record can save time and, 
the cost of quality bullets being what they 
are, money. 

It's hard to stop betting on a winning 
horse and go to another. But in recent 
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months in the case of bullet selection, | 
found that a change in bullet make (which 
changed bullet diameter, bearing surface 
and length) resulted in a noticeable im- 
provement in a particular heavy bench class 
barrel’s performance. That difference might 
just have been the difference in a placement 
of 4th at the IBS Nationals rather than 
something worse. We'll see what happens 
next year! 

There is a method of removing the bullet 
jacket error; Jacket turning. First, making 
the jacket turner is no small undertaking. If 
we are to remove the level of error involved, 
a few ten thousands, the machine to do it 
has to be letter perfect in all respects if the 
little carbide cutter is to hold tolerances of 
under .0001”. Such machines are around. 
The first | ever used was built by the late 
Henry Barton. Larry Engelbrecht built one, 
turned jackets for me and they were just 
dandy. There are a number of others that 
have been built and are in use. For those 
that are not familiar with these jacket boring 
machines, the jacket is pressed into a die 
cavity the friction of which holds the jacket 
fast with not enough pressure to cause the 
jacket to be deformed. A tiny cutter, usually 
made of carbide, is run into the jacket, 
removing the .0003-4” error. It can be seen 
that the run-out of bearings and ways of 
such a machine has to ‘“‘do zero’. When 
first using one of these little units it is 
fascinating to check a bored jacket and find 
no detectable wall error. But the fascination 
shortly turns into boring work and there is 
a lot of time involved to turn a thousand 
jackets. Attention to chips is never ending. 


A few of these machines have been made 
to turn the error of the jacket from the 
outside of the jacket. As | recall, the late 
Howard Baucher from Kansas City had a 
turner which turned the outside of the 
jacket. 

Why aren’t there more of these jacket 
boring machines in use? First, they are 
costly to build. Second, if we are to hold the 
tolerances of .0001” and better, the ma- 
chine takes a lot of maintenance to hold 
such tolerances. The boring (or turning) 
operation is very tedious and time con- 
suming. There are some who feel that the 
cause of the jacket wall error is still within 
the jacket after the error is removed, the 
result of different levels of hardness and 
softness (temper) within the copper. 
Therefore, when the bullet is forced into the 
bore, the bullet will tend to push into the soft 
side of the jacket and the same kinds of 
error are introduced as would be with an 
unturned or bored jacket to some degree. 

J-4 jackets have held their initial tolerance 
of .0003” based on checks made on their 
.224” jackets to date. And from time to time, 
a lot of jackets from Sierra show up that are 
quite good. The primary problem as this is 
written is getting jackets. They are currently 
in short supply. 

If someone out there will demand and 
acquire more perfect copper sheeting and 
make up the tooling to make a perfect 
jacket, he will never catch up on back orders 
and we will have the kind of bullets required 
to get the best out of our rifles. And I'll just 
bet it comes to pass. 
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BASIC SHOOTING STYLES 


LEE EUBER 


Dear Dave, 

| would have to characterize my hold as 
being basically ‘‘free recoil’, using one 
finger of my right hand on the trigger, while 
my left hand is on or near the rear sandbag. 
| do not lean into the butt of the stock with 
my shoulder, but rather pull it back slightly. 
| haven't given it much thought, but | would 
guess that my shirt or jacket touches the 
butt, especially while shooting in the 
Dunham's Bay winter league. 

Basically | suspect that | shoot all the 
classes with about the same hold, but with 
the added weight in my cruiser rifle, | 
sometimes find myself getting a bit sloppy 
on technique part way through the agg. 
Sometimes | anticipate a shot, and actually 
jerk the trigger, but because of the support 
of the extra weight it usually is more for- 
giving than a lighter class would be. 

| do like some form of side contact with 
the front sand bag. In the past few years 
I’ve purchased and used several different 
bags and rests, and as yet | remain un- 
satisfied with the results. It seems to me as 
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if |have not been able to equal what | started 
with years ago. At times I’ve wondered if the 
problem might be some incredible loss of 
any form of shooting ability, but | think back 
to the early 1970s and recall a 6x47 sporter 
that gave me a lot of trouble when at- 
tempting to shoot the little cuss well. It 
would seem to jump up from the sandbags 
when fired. | was able to form my front sand 
bag so as to effectively correct the problem. 
The best part was that it retained its form, 
and worked well for years. Hindsight says 
| should never have changed it. 

When | first started shooting, | would pick 
what | can best term a dominating, rotating 
condition, and stay with it. Most days | was 
satisfied, other days one or two big groups 
would spoil it all. As time went by, | learned 
to shoot faster, and learned what different 
conditions were worth, so as to know how 
much to hold off. | today have confidence 
in my ability to ‘hold off’, but | am the first 
to admit that it can be a risky way to go 
through life. 

In the past I’ve copied other shooters 
style, which was to start the group when 
two shots went together on the sighter 
target. Sometimes this worked well, but my 
style of shooting alas does not allow me to 
shoot as fast as those | was attempting to 
copy, and frequently | could not get five 
shots off before the condition changed. 

On most days it is important to get the 
group finished up as quickly as possible, 
and perhaps more important is the timing of 
when to start the group, with the objective 
of being able to get off five shots before 
conditions change. 

The shooting style that | am currently 
using goes like this .... when the condi- 
tions look right, and the first shot goes 
where | expect it to, the next shot will go 
on the record target. If I’m wrong, | will have 
the chance to chase the first record shot. 
If I'm right, | shoot again, and if it cuts the 
first shot nicely, | just shift into overdrive and 
start truckin’ .... finish up the group, but 
keeping an eye on the conditions for any 
radical changes. 

| guess what I’m trying to say is that a 
shooter has to be versatile in one’s style. 
The advice | give myself these days is to 
have faith in my equipment, know the range 
and conditions, don’t wait until the one 
minute warning unless conditions out in 
front are so bad that the point is academic, 
find a good time to start the group, and try 
to finish it if possible without stopping. But 
always keep half an eye focused on an 
overview of the flags, watching for a change 
in overall conditions!

Dear Dave, 

Hope this finds you and yours in good 
spirits. (Editor: let’s leave alcohol out of this, 
if you would, please). Sorry it took so long 
to reply to you, but it was hunting season, 
which is now over, and the venison is in the 
freezer. (Editor: hit one with your car, did 
you?) 

My basic style of shooting is free-recoil. 
| went to free-recoil when | found that the 
rifle | was shooting shot better than | could 
hold it. To go back a bit, | started shooting 
with a Remington 700 Varmint model in 
.22-250 caliber. | shot it over the roof of my 
car at first, and came to realize that | had 
to hold very still to get the best from the rifle. 
(Editor: also .... the car should not be 
moving). | then acquired a 40x, with a 
Remington 24x scope, in a trade. A trip to 
the range with my new rifle showed me that 
the old 700 was not the wunderkinden that 
| had previously thought it was. At the same 
time | saw that my hold was not good 
enough to get the maximum possible ac- 
curacy from the gun. | reasoned that if | did 
not hold the rifle, it would not move. The 
very first group attempted with this new 
philosophy is still in my scrapbook. It 
measured .155, and | was hooked forever. 
One shot went a bit high, and spoiled the 
group. This all took place a full two years 
before | ever attended a match. | was SURE 
that with just a little more practice, it would 
be no trick at all to get them all into the same 
hole. Ah, the innocence of children! 

The hold that | use today is still free-recoil. 
My trigger finger on the trigger, and my 
thumb lightly brushing the pistol grip. My 
shoulder is quite close to the butt; the rifle 
travels only a quarter inch or so upon recoil. 
That is enough to let the bullet exit the 
muzzle, and | can get back on target quickly 
(I like to shoot fast, if the conditions allow 
it). Some ranges that require the muzzle to 
be elevated to get on target force me to use 
shoulder contact, especially with a sporter. 
The light rifle comes back fast, and has a 
tendency to jump around, and go off target 
badly. My hold is basically the same for all 
my benchrest rifles, regardless of class. | 
believe that the less that | influence my rifle, 
the less that it will vary, from shot to shot. 
By doing so, | remove at least one variable 
in the shooting sequence. 

My front rest is Wally Hart’s latest. The 
sides bear slightly, and the bottom is flat. 
| can get back on target very quickly, and 
this is an important plan on a day when 
conditions are not hanging around for very 
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long. | often shoot my group in 30 seconds. 
| find myself leaning more and more toward 
the machine gun technique, but there are 
ranges and times where one simply has to 
hold off, whether one likes the idea or not. 
| Know that | am forced into it more often 
at 200 yards than at 100 yards. While I’m 
not in love with the idea, holding off is a 
practice that the top level shooter has to be 
familiar with, and if conditions and time 
limits just dump the problem in your lap... . 
with 15 seconds to go, you owe your record 
target two more shots, and not only are you 
faced with a complete reverse . . . . but it’s 
a howling gale complete reverse as well. 
What are you gonna do? Stand up on your 
stool, and make a speech to the firing line 
about the technical evils of holding off? Me 
thinks you are about to hold off. . . . for dear 
life, to avoid the dreaded DNQ. . . . and the 
more experience you've had at it.... the 
better off you are, at this thoroughly rotten, 
miserable, and misbegotten point of your 
life. One must be able to ‘‘follow’’ the 
conditions, to concentrate on the flow; you 
must concentrate on what the range has 
been doing, and is doing out there in front 
of you, if you are to carry it off. 

Watch Don Geraci at a big match at 
Kelbly’s some time. He is in to what he is 
doing totally and completely. Anybody with 
a good rifle and a bit of luck can get a good 
group. Maybe if the conditions are real 
good, he may even be able to put together 
a good agg. But the little pick-ups and angle 
changes at a complex, challenging range 
like Kelbly’s will take the inexperienced, 
hope-for-luck shooters, and grind them up 
into little pieces . . . . and shattered hopes. 

Concentration is the key, | believe. 
SEEING .... AND REMEMBERING 
WHAT WAS SEEN .... so that when 
conditions change dramatically, with ten 
seconds to go, you don’t panic .... you 
hold WHERE YOU KNOW YOU SHOULD 
HOLD, and the shot goes in. Experience 
and technique are worth a lot out there on 
the firing line. Add a hot shooting rifle, and 
you should be able to handle the situation 
.... Whatever the situation might be.

Dear Dave, 

Question #1: | would describe my basic 
style of shooting as free recoil. | believe that 
benchrest shooting has reached a point 
where absolute consistency is the name of 
the game, and | donot think that anyone can 
contact the stock with the exact same 
pressure and direction, as well as a myriad 
of other holding characteristics for each 
shot. 

| have found that this is extremely difficult 
to do when you are wearing a heavy jacket, 
such as is very necessary when you are 
firing in the winter leagues up here in the 
Northeast. One simply does the best that 
one can. At Dunham’s Bay they bury 
shooters who were not dressed warmly 
enough, so you have to learn to accept the 
little drawbacks in life. 

Question #2: When | am shooting a 
varmint class rifle, | will get it lined up on the 
rests the way | want it, and except for 
occasional readjustments, the only part of 
me that makes contact with the rifle is my 
fingertip. | do not change or vary anything 
between heavy varmint class and light 
varmint class. You have probably noticed 
that both of my rifles have the same stocks, 
scopes, and triggers. Even the actions are 
the same, except that the light varmint has 
a DGA-S. (which is a lighter version of the 
standard Shilen DGA action). My heavy 
bench class gun is a Bill Hall rail gun, and 
all | do is touch the trigger on that one. 

Question #3: Last summer | started 
using a front rest with adjustable sides, and 
| like the feeling, especially when it is ad- 
justed snug, but with about a quarter inch 
of sideward play. 

Question #4: At any match, | look for the 
prevailing condition, and try to average it 
out. | won’t shoot in the calmest or 
strongest condition .... | look for the 
middle. The only exception to this is if a 
dead calm appears often enough within the 
seven minutes of record firing. | know that 
some shooters say they would rather shoot 
in ‘‘some kind of condition’, but as for me, 
I'll take all the calms that heaven sends me; 
they eliminate the guess work. 
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| always wait for my condition to return 
. .. . which is why you do not see too many 
shots on my bottom (sighter) target. | have 
found that when | check a condition on my 
sighter target by the time | get back upstairs 
to the record target, enough has changed 
(conditions-wise) to negate what | just 
learned with the sighter shot. When | run out 
of time, and my condition does not come 
back, and | am forced to slam two or three 
shots down range in the final seconds, my 
record target usually looks like a face. | 
don’t know why this is, but it has happened 
to me often enough that | no longer see the 
humor in it anymore. (Editor: Well, for what 
it's worth, | at least still think it’s funny). 

Question #5: | believe that it is easier to 
judge the direction and velocity of the wind 
than it is to ‘‘hold off’’. If | had a dime for 
every time that | have heard some one say 
“that last shot went (out) right where | held 
it’. | would have millions of dimes. | am a 
lot more comfortable waiting for the flags to 
“look the same”’ than | am trying to guess 
how far the wind shift will change my point 
of impact. 

| realize that this particular method of 
shooting works for me, and possibly may 
not work for a lot of other shooters. It all: 
depends upon how the information your 
eyes and other senses perceive is pro- 
cessed by your brain. The final outcome 
. .. .whichis ‘‘when to squeeze the trigger” 
is a very individual and personal reaction. 
| know shooters who can’t do well unless 
there is at least a 20 m.p.h. wind hopping 
around out there. They can ‘‘feel’’ when to 
shoot . . . . and when not to. | have trouble 
shooting in consistently windy conditions. 

The more you have things alike, the 
better you will shoot .... the cases, the 
bullets, the hold, the wind flags, etc., etc. 
ad nauseam.

Dear Dave, 

| have been asked by my three cohorts 
to express our thanks to you, and Precision 
Shooting for the keeper trophies for the 
heavy varmint class four man team 
championship at the 1984 NBRSA Na- 
tionals. So, on behalf of Dave Tooley, 
Meredith McNair, and Jeff Summers 
tone Pasi “thanks”. 

Now that this has been done, | have also 
been empowered by the same three to bitch 
and moan, wail and gnash teeth at you for 
failing to give adequate recognition in P.S. 
to this tremendous feat, as well as failing to 
mention the teams that we beat, and how 
thoroughly we whipped them. There was, 
for a while, a belief in our neck of the woods 
that you had been bribed by the Cajuns and 
the Okies to ignore our newsworthly ac- 
complishment, but we don’t really believe 
that; we suspect that you are probably on 
the verge of a full page article (maybe even 
an entire issue) on just how we did it. (Editor: 
Nick, | have deliberately down-played it 
because | thought any ‘‘leaks’’ of in- 
formation would hurt the sales of the BOOK 
that | am writing about your great victory. 
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Critics who have gotten a peek at the book 
manuscript are already calling it ‘‘another 
Gone with the Wind’. | plan on going to 
press with it as soon as you four guys each 
send up your thousand dollars front 
money). 

Now, to answer your questions: 


1. | shoot all classes as nearly free recoil 
as possible. 

2. In the three varmint classes | hold the 
rear sandbag in my left hand, and touch the 
trigger with my right fore-finger, while 
resting my right thumb VERY lightly atop 
the grip area so as to squeeze, rather than 
jerk, the trigger. | maintain my desired 
“hold” on the aiming point (I normally use 
a tangent 9 o’clock hold) by gently 
squeezing the rear bag. 

3. | now use a screw adjustable snug side 
fit on the front bag to minimize the deflection 
resulting from muzzle blast on either side, 
which can really ruin your group. 

4. As already mentioned, | favor the tan- 
gent 9 o’clock hold to facilitate ‘‘holding 
over’’ when | absolutely have to. | normally 
prefer to try to shoot a repeat condition, and 
| try never to hold up or down more than a 
ring (or half the ten ring) vertically, ever since 
a little old gray headed barrel maker once 
told me that | would win....orlose.... 
many matches on vertical spread. 

5. These techniques developed from those 
used by several of my early mentors, in- 
cluding Ed Shilen, Red Cornelison, Allan 
Hall, Pat McMillan, Tom Sietz, etc. Pat (and 
Tom too, as | recall) used to use what | can 
best describe as the ‘Bingo’ method, 
which requires that the rifle be dead zeroed 
to the aiming point in NO WIND conditions. 
In theory this practice allows one to go to 
any range, anywhere, anytime, and fire but 
one shot in the prevailing condition, and 
instantly know exactly how much that 
particular condition is worth (or any other 
condition that you care to fire a shot in) in 
terms of displacement from dead zero at the 
cross hairs (or dot). According to Pat, your 
first record shot is ‘‘free’’ (as in Bingo), and 
you merely chase it with a four shot group. 
While this method may sound kind of 
squirrelly at first, the longer that you think 
about it, the more sensible it becomes. 
Unless you simply cannot resign yourself to 
leaving the scope adjustment alone, es- 
pecially when shooting at some place like 
Midland, Texas ... where, | am told it is 
sometimes necessary to ‘‘hold’’ on the 
target of a competitor one (or more!) 
benches up-wind from your own. This 
obviously can get pretty dicey if you are 
forgetful about competitor numbers, and 
also in those sudden 180 degree switches. 


DENNIS WAGNER 


Dear Dave, 

In response to your first question about 
my style of shooting (free recoil, mild hold, 
firm hold) | was very disappointed to find 
only three choices allowed. Heck, | 
sometimes use all three of these on my first 
three shots. If the first 3 shots have ‘‘gone 
in’ | may resort to a mild flinch for the fourth 
shot. If that also goes in my fifth shot will 
be timed to coincide with a hangfire in the 
synapse of the nerve endings in my brain. 

Actually | do use two styles of shooting. 
If possible, | prefer to shoot free recoil. But 
sometimes conditions or gun dictates that 
| hold the gun. If | do hold the gun | want 
to hold it pretty firm. | feel that a mild hold 
is the most difficult to control consistently. 

Occasionally | will find a sporter that 
shoots better with a firm hold but most of 
my guns shoot better free. | usually use free 
recoil in the followng conditions; acalm (rare 
in Oklahoma), a very steady wind no matter 
what velocity just so long as it is very 
steady. A switchy wind if the switches are 
repeating consistently in direction and 
velocity, and if they are repeating pretty 
often, say several times a minute. This 
condition usually doesn’t last very long but 
if you are aware that it is about to show up 
you can get the shot off quickly. 

| use a firm hold in the following condi- 
tions; generally any gun that will not re- 
spond to free recoil even in calm. A switchy 
wind if the switches are changing slowly 
and maybe only every 2 or 3 minutes. Then 
| will usually hold the gun firm so | can run 
several shots before the switch occurs. 
Since these are changing slowly | will have 
time to go to my sighter to make sure my 
original condition has returned then | can 
finish my group or wait it out till the next 
time. If my condition hasn’t returned and | 
have to hold off, | prefer to hold the gun, that

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is why | started this group holding in the first 
place. 

You asked me to describe my front 
sandbag set-up. | have gone through 
several front rests till | have finally settled 
on one that seems to suit me and my style 
best. | used to not use a fore-end stop, but 
about 3 years ago | tried one and imme- 
diately improved my aggs. With the stop | 
can get back on my aiming point quicker 
and when | am holding for conditions and 
holding the gun firm | don’t have to move 
the gun so far. | like the bags just snug 
enough that when | gently try to move the 
fore-end side to side in the bag | don’t see 
it move. When | say | use a firm hold, | don’t 
mean that ! grip the gun firmly. | use a very 
light (if any) grip. | mean that | use my 
shoulder to pin the gun against the fore-end 
stop firmly. Firmly enough that if | didn’t 
have sharp feet on my rest | would probably 
scoot it off the bench. | will be first to agree 
that shoulder pressure is very difficult to 
control consistently. But it can be done with 
practice. Since | shoot between 7,000 to 
10,000 rounds per year, | have developed 
confidence in this technique. 

The last question concerning my basic 
‘‘holding’’ on the target. Yes | do try to find 
a certain condition and fire all five shots in 
the same condition. | try this if | have seen 
the condition long enough before the match 
or often enough during the match. | think 
most all shooters look for and prefer this 
method. Unfortunately this condition comes 
along probably less than 25% of the time. 
(In Oklahoma maybe 10%) 

This leaves the ‘‘holding off’? method for 
avery large portion of matches. Sometimes 
my primary condition will become less 
prominent during the day as wind patterns 
change. | will go to my sighter to find a 
secondary condition, dope it out and have 
a good idea where my bullets print in this 
new condition. | try to do this work in early 
matches after | have finished my group. | 


also do this during the warmup match or 3 
minute sight-in period. What | am trying to 
say is that | try to be ready ahead of the time 
| actually need to change conditions. Then 
when | do have to shoot a different condition 
| have a very good idea of how to shoot it 
and where it will print. This makes it so 
much easier to hold for conditions during a 
group if you already have confidence in 
where to hold. ' 

When | go to my sighter and shoot a 
different condition | try to figure where the 
first shot will go and hold accordingly, rather 
than taking a normal hold and seeing how 
far out the shot went. If | ‘‘call’” the shot 
correctly, or very close, | can go imme- 
diately to my group and make any minor 
adjustment in my hold to put the bullet in the 
hold. If | don’t call it very close | stay on my 
sighter until | am confident that | know 
where the shot will print. | will not go back 
up if | have doubts about where to shoot. 
| can always shoot a bad group in the last 
thirty seconds. 

| think one of the biggest factors in this 
“holding off’ business is mental attitude. 
Having the confidence to be somewhat 
aggressive in ‘“‘going for it’. 

Well, | think that about takes care of the 
questions and my opinions. While | was 
working on this piece | received my January 
P.S. in which you mention Red Cornelison 
and myself, smiling at an attractive lady 
wearing a hoop-skirt, while getting on a 
stage for Oklahoma. That lady, attractive 
as she was, was not wearing a hoop-skirt 
dress. She is just built funny. | talked to Red 
about this. He wants to assure you that he 
is not angry about your remarks about his 
equipment. He just smiled as he copied 
down your address for the lady with the 
hoop-skirt figure. She is definitely angry 
about your remarks about her equipment. 

How about 20 opinions on theories and 
techniques about muzzle crown?

GEZA NAGY 


Dear Dave, 

I’m going to combine my answer to your 
questions #1-2-3, since | feel that they are 
very much related. 

My basic style of shooting the heavy 
varmint and heavy bench gun is what | 
would call a semi-free recoil approach. In 
true free recoi that gun would be more 
forward on the bags, and your shoulder 
further back to allow the gun to slide back 
freely on firing. The trigger finger would be 
the only part of the hand to touch the gun 
when firing . . . . as in shooting a return to 
battery gun. In my style of shooting, the gun 
is further back on the bags, with the 
shoulder just touching the gun. This is 
where (to me at least) the gun is balanced, 
and performs the best. | use ‘‘trigger finger 
contact only’’ on the gun. 

The first thing | do, before the first match 
of the day is to work a track into the bags. 
| carry a brass bar, about the size of a bore 
cleaning guide, that | use to pound down the 
center of the front bag, to pull the sides in. 
This can also be done by karate chopping 
the bag with the edge of the palm of your 
hand. (Editor: accompanied by an ear- 
splitting karate scream ... which caused 
the nice old guy who was peacefully 
studying the mirage on the next bench to 
go into cardiac arrest). | then pound the rear 
bag down on the bench, to flatten the 
bottom of the bag. | place the gun in the

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bags and work it back and forth, while 
pressing down on the gun to form the track. 
| push the sides of the front bag in towards 
the stock on each side, and the track is 
formed. Careful handling of the rear bag and 
front pedestal will keep the track intact for 
the rest of the day with that gun. I carry mine 
on my shooting stool when rotating 
benches. When | do this right, the firing of 
guns on either side of me will seldom move 
my gun from the point of aim. 

The next step is to adjust the pedestal 
height so that about 2 or 3 inches of the 
stock extends past the front bag, with the 
pistol grip about 2 inches in front of the rear 
bag when the point of aim is centered on 
the record target. | put a piece of tape on 
the side of the stock where it meets the front 
bag in this position so that | always come 
back to the same place. 

My light varmint gun will shoot this way, 
but | find it preferable to hold the stock with 
the tips of my fingers only, and a very slight 
pull to the shoulder. If | am on an unstable 
bench, and if conditions are switching 
rapidly (where you have to get off a shot 
quickly) | sometimes have to hold the heavy 
varmint gun this way also. 

As far as question #4 goes, | prefer 
waiting for one condition to shoot in, as long 
as it holds or repeats often enough. | place 
my crosshairs a6 o’clock on the ten ring and 
try to get my pont of impact bracketed in 
one of the corners where the crosshairs 
intersect, preferably just below 7 o’clock in 
a zero condition. The advantage to this is 
that it is easier to chase a first shot that did 
not go to its normal or expected point of 
impact. Many times changing conditions 


will force you to hold off on shots. | don’t 
like to wait until the last minute to get off 
the three or four shots. | don’t hesitate to 
hold off when the wind is coming from the 
same direction. | establish on the sighter 
where the shots would go in the various 
intensities of the wind, and also in the let-up. 
| will lay off in the extremes, and don’t mind 
holding off for a little difference here and 
there to compensate .... as long as the 
wind is from the same direction. | can do 
very well this way, as long as there are 
enough wind flags between me and the 
target to tell me what is going on down 
range. 

Many shots that are out of the group are 
caused by improper setting-up of the 
equipment and not sitting in the proper 
position at the bench. It is bad enough to 
lose a shot to a sudden change in conditions 
down range. . . . but far more frustrating to 
lose one through a mistake in handling the 
gun at the bench. Bench rotation makes this 
even more important. You may shoct 
satisfying one holer on one bench, and then 
rotate to a bench that is a lot different than 
the one that you just came from. The truck 
is on the way back with the target crew, and 
the range officer is starting to go through 
the chain of commands. You hastily put the 
rifle on the pedestal, and try to set up 
properly, hopefully in time to be able to start 
shooting as soon as he calls ‘‘commence 
fire’. Adjustments have to be made for the 
difference in bench height, or angle to the 
target, or whatever. This is the point where 
the bench mistake is more likely to occur 
.... if the equipment is not set up properly. 
| start with the rear bag. | pick a board that

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has no curled up edges, or anything that will 
restrict movement of the bag to align my 
sights, and place the bag on that board near 
the edge of the bench. If it is placed too far 
“in” front of the bench edge, your rib cage 
will be pressed hard against the bench in 
trying to reach the gun with your shoulder. 
The stock may be centered on your 
shoulder. If the bench is anything less than 
rigid and solid, you can lose shots from side 
to side with any variation of pressure by the 
rib cage. If the bag is too close, and touching 
your chest, the gun will move when it goes 
off, and cause a thrown shot. After | es- 
tablish the right place for the rear bag, | 
move the front pedestal for alignment of 
sights on the target. 

As earlier related, | have the center of my 
shoulder just touching the buttstock. If | 
apply too much pressure (on sticky bags) 
the gun will slide forward when it pops, 
causing the muzzle to go down, resulting in 
alow shot. For this reason | concentrate on 
easing off the shoulder pressure, with the 
sights aligned, just before | touch off the 
shot. | also ease off on the cheek pressure 
on the stock at the same time. Too much 
cheek pressure would make the shot go 
high and to the left, for a right handed 
shooter. 

| like to sit at the bench with a forward 
lean, of nearly forty five degrees, with my 
feet spread apart like a tripod. This helps 
to keep my chest from touching the rear 
bag, and also restricts movement of the gun 
from front to back. You are in a better 
position to absorb the recoil of the gun more 
uniformly this way. With my shooting stool 
adjusted fairly high, | slide it backwards or 
forward to get the right height for body 
angle. When you slide the gun back, the 
muzzle of course rises. If there is any 
variation of pressure in the load itself, you 


would get vertical groups if you did not 
restrict the movements of the gun. With 
your body locked into the proper angle, you 
will minimize the effects of this. 

Next comes the trigger squeeze. After | 
align the sights | mainly shoot with only the 
trigger finger touching the gun. | concen- 
trate on pulling the trigger straight back, 
with no side to side pressure on it. In my 
mind | visualize a long pencil between my 
trigger finger and my shoulder. | also have 
to keep my other fingers out of the way 
when the gun goes off. If the bolt hits my 
thumb in recoil, the shot will most certainly 
be out of the group. | bend my right hand 
about forty five degrees at the wrist, and | 
find that this helps. On solid benches | plant 
my elbows on the bench well forward for 
better balance to absorb the recoil. If the 
bench is rickety, | ease off the elbow 
pressure just before touching off the shot. 
Here again, a less than uniform pressure on 
the bench can cause vertical dispersion in 
the groups. 

| like to push the gun forward with my 
shoulder, and have the cross hairs come 
down to the point of aim, with little 
movement of the rear bag. If too much 
movement was necessary, | start all over 
again. In my experience, the best groups 
come when little movement was necessary. 

| learned a lot of these tricks from 
shooting the .308 several years ago. My 
friend, a .308 will show you your mistakes 
in a hurry, and it will be neither subtle nor 
forgiving while doing it. You have to do 
everything just right, and just the same way, 
or your ‘‘flyer’’ will be quite a distance out 
of the group. A .308 will greatly magnify 
your mistakes. 

With any caliber, eliminate the variables, 
and your groups and your aggregates will 
become progressively smaller.

Dear Dave, 

| shoot free recoil with all of my bench rest 
rifles. My trigger finger is all that touches the 
rifle when | am shooting. | use a front rest 
with a stop in front. After | fire a shot | take 
my shoulder and push the rifle up against 
the stop while | am extracting the case from 
the chamber. | reload rifle, pull it back about 
a 1/4 inch from the stop with my trigger 
hand, squeeze the back bag to line up the 
scope and touch off trigger with only my 
finger touching the trigger. My front 
sandbag fits fairly snug on the rifle. 

| try to find a condition where | can get 
all 5 shots off without stopping. | try to find 
a condition where | can get at least 3 shots 
off without changing my hold on target. 
Then as the condition changes | hold 
whatever | have to hold to finish the group. 
If conditions are not good enough to get 3 
shots off without holding then | have found 
it is best for me to hold for each shot and 
finish the group. | come up with better aggs 
this way than when | stop on my group and 
waited for conditions to come back es- 
pecially at 200 and 300 yards. This is the 
only change | made in my shooting from 
1983 - 1984. | do not stop my group when 
| start as much as | did in 1983. Of course 
sometimes conditions are just so switchy | 
have to stop.

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The Annual Membership and Board of 
Directors meeting were a success. The 
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Presidents Message 


meeting was well attended with over 80 
members representing themselves in per- 
son and another 16 representing them- 
selves by proxy. A hospitality room was 
available on Friday evening and most of 
those attending took advantage of it. 

The minutes of the Board of Directors 
and Executive Board of Directors meetings 
are included in this month’s issue. The 
detailed minutes of the Membership 
Meeting will be published next month. 
However, a recap of the major rule or 
financial change items for this year are 
included here. 

The first major item on the agenda dealt 
with the temporary rule changes made in 
January 1984. All of these were ratified with 
the exception of the IBS Hall of Fame. The 
Hall of Fame efforts were dropped in favor 
of the United States Hall of Fame that is 
being administered by Boar’s Head 
Marketing. We are indebted to Skip Gordon 
for his efforts to establish a Hall of Fame 
that will recognize shooters in either the IBS 
or the NBRSA for their accomplishments. 

The items accepted as permanent rule 
changes include 1.) acceptance of the red 
300 yard Benchrest target with the sighter 
target included on the same piece of paper; 
2.) the inclusion of the listing of IBS awards 
in the rulebook; 3.) retirement of all 5 shot 
Heavy Bench records; 4.) requiring sta- 
tionary backers at all registered IBS group 
shoots; 5.) requirement for clubs to provide 
sight-in targets for first match of each class; 
6.) rule concerning reporting of caliber 
changes; 7.) elimination of classification by 
score in hunter shooting; 8.) establishment 
of the Hunter, Varmint Hunter, and Varmint 
for score classes in score shooting; 9.) 
acceptance of the rules concerning front 
and rear sand bags; 10.) acceptance of the 
fee change to $12.00 per day for the first 
gun and $6.00 per day for the second gun 
at Championships. 

Only two items were approved as 
temporary rule changes for 1985. These 
were 1.) recognition of 200/300 yard grand 
aggregates in the score shooting classes; 
2.) changing of the sighter portion of the 
benchrst targets to provide two additional

10 and 9 rings. The target change will go 
into effect when the existing supply of 
targets is depleted. Pictures of prototypes 
of the new targets will be displayed in a 
future issue of the magazine for comments. 

An agenda item that was not a rule 
change or bylaw change was acted on and 
passed. This item was the increase of Life 
Membership fees from $125 to $300 
effective January 1, 1985. This item was 
voted on by the general membership even 
though it is an item of business for the Board 
of Directors. 

The process that we use to govern our 
organization is very encouraging to me. It 
is democratic in nature and regardless of 
the feelings or opinions of the officers in 
general, rule changes are made based on 
the desires of the membership. , 

The match schedule for 1985 was pre- 
pared prior to the meeting for most of the 
matches. The Championships were 
awarded at the meeting. The 100/200 yard 
Varmint/Heavy Bench Championships will 
be held at Pine Tree from August 15 
through August 18, 1985. The 200/300 
yard HV/LV Championships will be held at 


Mainville on June 22 & 23, 1985. The 


100/200 yard Score Championships will be 
held at Mainville on September 14 & 15, 
1985. | have reviewed the trophy lists for the 
100/200 yard and the 200/300 yard 
Championships and | believe both clubs are 
providing a good lineup of trophies. 

Pine Tree is now doing stats by com- 
puter. Representatives of the Pine Tree 
club have met with representatives from the 
Executive Committee to review the conduct 
of a Championship and everything is 
pointing in the direction of the Champion- 
ships being a success. Everyone should 
watch for the Championship announce- 
ments to be carried in the IBS section of the 
magazine. Keep in mind the $10 discount 
for preregistering at least thirty days in 
advance of the Championships. 

The remaining match schedules are in- 
cluded in this month’s issue for your pe- 
rusal. We once again have a large selection 
of shoots. | will be looking forward to seeing 
all of you at the shoots this summer. 
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The annual meeting of the Executive 
Board of Directors of the I.B.S. was held in 
room 202 of the Shadowbrook motel on 
January 12, 1985. The meeting was called 
to order by President Jim Borden at 4:07 
p.m... .In attendance were James Borden; 
President, Dr Richard Maretzo; Vice 
President, Tony Margelewicz; Executive 
Secretary, and Vice Presidents elect; 
Dennis Collins and Roger Gower. 

As the first order of business, Jim Borden 
reported to the members of the Board his 
activity with the Laison committee. He 
announced the appointment to the group of 
Gary Ocock.

The Board agreed to look into 
the acquisition of patches for further 
matches. 

The status of traveling trophies was the 
next item. It was reported that all trophies 
are up to date. 

The target report was given by Tony 
Margelewicz. The usage for the year was 
reported and the prospect for an increase 
in the next order was discussed. The Board 
voted to give Tony authority to order tar- 
gets. 

The final order of business was the 
matter of the waiving the shooting fees for 
the President of the |.B.S. and seeking of 
liability insurance. The Board voted with Jim 
Borden abstaining, to approve the waiving 
of fees. The matter of liability insurance was 
held for further consideration, however, due

(Hunter Class) 


The Hunter Class in IBS has reached maturity by adopting the new classification system of Hunter, 
Varmint-Hunter, and Varmint for score. This system has put all guns in an equal plateau within their 
individual class. Therefore, a win in hunter is worth as much as a win in the varmint class. With 
this in mind, we have decided that at this time a score shooter of the year can and will be fairly 
contested by all without one class having a considerable advantage over the other. 


The points for shooter of the year will be awarded according to match attendance, yardage 
winners, aggregate winners, and records set. This system, after many hours of deliberation, was 
finally adopted. No one should be allowed to shoot one or two shoots and amass enough points 
to take the award. Even if a shooter would only shoot the Nationals and win the entire class, he/she 
would not have enough points to receive shooter of the year. 


When the representative of the Mainville Sportsman Club presented this idea at the IBS Winter 
Meeting, they had intentions of absorbing all costs for the program. To show you the type of people 
we have in score shooting, many individuals and club directors spontaneously committed themselves 
to more financial aid than the program needed. This type of unselfish action is what will be the future 
strength of benchrest. 


Points will be awarded only for registered IBS matches. For the program to work the only 
requirement for the host clubs is to forward a copy of their matches to William D. Creasy, RD 8, 
Box 455, Bloomsburg, PA 17815. He will be keeping the accumulated totals for the year. Any further 
questions can be directed to him by calling 717 784-8021. 


Points will be awarded as follows: 


. 1/2 point each match attended 

. 2 points each class yardage winner 

. 1/2 point each class yardage second place winner 
. 4 points each class grand agg winner 

. 1 point each class grand agg second place winner 
. 21/2 points each record set 


The person with the highest point total for the year will be declared ‘‘Score Shooter of the Year’. 
He will be awarded the Traveling and Keeper trophies. Tie breaker will be Creedmore starting with 
match attendance, then total ‘'X’’ count, then highest total score for the year. If a tie still exists, 
co-winners will be declared!
